Thol2 who -defire to be fally inftructed in the Rea- 
fons ailedg’d on either fide, need only read the Ver- 
bel Procels (or Information) of the Vifitarion which 
the Bihop of Chaalons made in that Parith the 19th 
of April 1707, and the Petition which the Canons, 
Curates, and Parifhoners prefented the next Day to 
that Prelate: Bui it being requifice to give fome 
Account cf the Grounds of this Difference, we will 
co it, wichout Parriality to enher tide, 

The Canons, Curates of chat Church, pretend 
to kave been poilefs’d for above goo Years, of ‘a 
Relick, to which they have given the Neme of the 
Hely Navel, ard will have it to be a Patt of the 
Navel of Jetus Chrift, which came off from our 
Saviour’s Body ac the time when that ufelefs Rem- 
nancof a Gur falls from ether Children. To juftify 
their Beliefuhey ailedge 2 verbal Procefs of the 8:h 
of December 1407. taken by Charles of Poitiers, 
Bilop of Chaalons, when he transferr’d that Relick 
from a turtle filver Casket into a more rich and mag- 
-rifcent Reliquary ; which fays that Citizens 
of Chaalons, nam’d in chat verbal Procels, being at 
the three Pigeons-Ian a: Paris in the Street des Mar- 
monzets, met there a certain Soldier who was a Gentle- 
man of a gerd Family and Afpett ; whofe Name was 
Heymald Robert, « Native of Limoges. This Perfon 
toldthem, chat being at Rome in the Service of St. 
Reymond of Touraine, Nephew of the Pope then 
reigning, he had feen among the Papers of that Sr. 
Reymond , Letters feal'd with Lead, 
which imported, That the moft Holy Navel of the moft 
bigh Son of God our Saviour bad been divided into 
three Pieces, one of which was remaining in the holy 
Treafury of the Ron:an Church, another at Conftanti- 
~ nople, and the third in the Church of Notre Dame en 
Vaux at Chaelons. Since that time the Inhabitants 
of Chaalons and all the Neighbourhood have paid 
much Devotion ro the Holy Navel, and held it in 
high Veneration, expofing it every Year on the Day 
of the Beaft of the CircumciGon. 

Medire Gafton-Jesn Baprifte-Lowis de Noailles, 

Mop and, Count of Chaclons, making bis Epif- 
copal Vifiration, the rgth of April laft into the 
Church of Norre Dame en Varx, with the ufual 
Anendance: And being defirovs to view the holy 
Relick, caustd rhe Place where it was kepr to be 
Spend in Prefence of ome Canons of Church, 
aid other Clesgymen, Magiftrates and Gentlemen, 


who accompany’d him: Several of the Parithoners 
were likewife in che Charch. 

By the verbel Proccis of M.de Chaalons it ap- 
pears, that there was found in the Reliquary, three 
litle Pieces of red tuil of Holes, and that ha- 
ving onfulded them one after another, he found only 
three litsle Bits, of a very hard Matser, like to litele 
Sroues, with fome. gravelly Duft: Which was acknow- 
and conjefsd by she Canons and other: Affifpants. 
His Lordthip, chac he might be betcer inform’d of 
the Quality of the Matter, contain’d in the Reli- 
quary, fent for Jean Chevre, a {worn Chirurgeon 
and Aéan-Midwite of Chaalons, who after having- 
by the Bifhop’s Order tafted the Relick, declar’d, 
that he found notoing in it of: the Quality of the Ume 
bilical VofQols, which im their own Nature cén not be 
peerify'd by Length of time: That he found in it nei- 
ther Tafte nor Sinell, in the leaft like Incence, Myrrh 
or Aloes, and that if that Matter had come froma 
Navel, it would not bave been ftony. 

This Declaration confirming the Bifhop of Chaal- 
ons's Opinion thar this Relick was a meer Forgery, 
he put it up again into the little Box of- Agate, and 
carry'd ic away, without any QOppofition from the 
Canons, who neverthelefs refus'd to fign his verbal 
Procefs. 

The next Day, being the 20th of April, the Ca- 
nons, Cirates.of Norre Dame, call’d their Parifh- 


oners toger:er, who one and all refolv’d to prefent 


a Petition to the Bifhop to demand of him the Re- 
ftication of the Relick ; and in Cafe of Refufal, to 
compel him to return it by all the Ways of Suppli- 
cation, of Law,,and of Juftice: To this purpofe 
nominated +2 Deputies, and one Treafurer 
to receive the Contributions of fuch as would give 
any thing towards the Experce of the Procefs, who, 
"tis faid has already colledted a very confiderable 
Sum: ’Tis certain at leaft that the People of Chaal- 
ons are very zealous to have their Relick reftor'd ; 


~and that to revenge themfelves of the Chirurgeon 


who declai’d it could not be a Navel, they have 
furnam’d him (Crogue Relique) Relick-ftealer. 
_ The Petition not producing the Ef*e& which the 


-Canons expected, they fent an Information of the 


whole Affair to the King’s Atiorney General at Paris. 
The Bithop of Chaalons has likewife writteh to 
him, to acquaint him with the Reafons he had to 
take ic away, and confeffes his Surprize, co find in 
the Reliquary only Scones and fandy Duft, edding, 
that ail were convine'd: they had benour'd a falfe Re- 
lick ; and that in fuppreffing ‘it be had no other De- 
fign than to eftablifh in his Diocefs a pure and per- 
fect religious Worhhip. ) 

There has appear’d on the fameSubject feveral little 
Pieces ; among chem two Anonymous Letters, dared 
from Chaalons the gth and 25:h of May laft under 
the Jitle of Letters from a Clergyman of Chaalons to 
one of ht Friends, a Doéor of the Sorbonne, in which 


the Aurhor gives a particular Account of what hap- - 


pen'd in the Bithop’s’ Vifitation. ’Tis eafy to judge 
by the Relarion’ Ke gives of it, that he is no Stickler 


for the Relick of the holy Navel, whofe Infallibiliry 
“the ‘Canons defend in their Petition 7 On the con- 
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trary, he feems perfwaded, that fuch like Relicks; 
Ailowing trem vo be as rue as the Bithop of Caaal- 
ons believes this be fuppolitioas, and a meer 
Odj-4& of Sxperiticion, would neverthelets be very 
wicleis on the Alcars, where Chriftians may adore the 
whole ‘3udy of Jelus Chrift, fecivg the Catholick 
Faith permits us not to doabt that he is there reaily 
prefeat: Ovhers of che tam? Opinion add, that the 
Saviour’s Body is incomparably ,more adorable, and 
worthy to take up the whole Devotion of a Céri- 
ftien, than a Pare of che Umbilical Vettel thar was 
taken cH as {uperflaous from the Body of ihe 
Man-God, as saving uo Relation to his Divinity, 
and beisg reirenca’d from nis Humanity a4 ufelefs, 
J. have jaft now receivd another anonymous Pam- 
phlec incitul'd, 4 Lester fiom an Affociate Prieft of 
Notre Dame, by way f Amfcer to the Letter from the 
Clerzy-man of Chaalons, Who undertakes to prove the 
Falficy of feveral Facts alledg’d by bis Adverfary, 
4nd would inliadate thac the People of .Chaalons 
wil! leave no Stone unturn’d to get their Relick a- 
ain.
